Any  commentator  will  delight  in  a 
"prophecy  fulfilled",  unless,  of  course, 
that  prophesy  is  not  of  benefit  to  his 
profession,  the  public  or  dumb  animals  — 
though  not  necessarily  in  that  order. 

In  Comment,  March  6,  p387  in 
connection  with  new  proposals  on 
veterinary  pharmacy,  CdLD  said:  "... 
time  is  short.  If  pharmacists  do  not  accept 
the  role  and  responsibilities  now,  the 
chance  may  be  lost  for  ever."  It  now 
seems  they  may  never  get  the  chance  (see 
pi 96)  to  be  responsible  in  that  role. 

At  that  time  the  Ministers  for 
Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food  were  still 
considering  the  Veterinary  Products 
Committee's  proposals  to  bring 
supervision  of  products  on  an  amended 
Merchants  List  under  the  control  of  a 
pharmacist  employed  by  the  merchant  or 
supplier  for  that  purpose.  Evidently, 
MAFF  has  decided  not  to  implement  the 
pharmaceutical  control  envisaged  by  the 
VPC  because  "...  it  does  not  wish  to 
impose  unnecessary  (their  italics) 
regulatory  or  administrative  burdens  on 
commercial  enterprises". 

This  view  coincides  with  Government 
policy  which  is  to  ease  the  burden  of 
paperwork  and  administration  on  small 
businesses.  It  does  not,  we  suggest 
coincide  with  a  policy  for  the  proper  sale 
of  animal  preparations. 

A  dissenting  view  had  previously  been 
expressed  by  the  British  Distributors  of 
Animal  Medicines  Association  who 
suggested  that  a  "responsible 
pharmacist"  could  accept  responsibility 
for  a  company's  listed  premises  but  that  a 
"nominated  seller"  should  be  responsible 
for  PML  sales  at  each  premises.  A 
moderate  view  as  it  has  turned  out. 

The  "responsible  person"  envisaged 
by  MAFF  as  the  supervisor  of  PML  sales 
from  premises  controlled  by  the  PSGB  is 
not  necessarily  irresponsible  because  he  or 
she  is  not  a  pharmacist,  but  can  never  be 
as  "responsible"  as  a  pharmacist  in  the 
same  position.  It  is  to  be  hoped  the  PSGB, 


the  National  Pharmaceutical  Association, 
the  VPC  and  others  can  prevail  upon 
MAFF  to  revert  to  the  original  proposals, 
not  so  that  administrative  and  regulatory 
burdens  can  be  increased,  but  so  that  a 
proper  control  can  be  instituted  on  the 
sale  of  veterinary  medicines. 

Home  Office  truths 

The  Home  Office  at  last  appears  to  be 
making  some  movement  towards  tackling 
the  ever-growing  problem  of  drug  abuse 
and  dependence.  A  long-overdue  report 
from  the  advisory  council  on  the  misuse 
of  drugs  goes  before  Ministers  soon  (pl97) 
and  we  can  only  hope  that  the  suggestions 
for  further  controls  on  barbiturates  and 
Diconal  are  acted  on. 

Any  community  pharmacists  who,  like 
our  own  Xrayser,  listened  to  Radio  4's 
"Today"  programmes  last  week  must  be 
also  feeling  either  shocked  at  the  scale  of 
involvement  of  private  doctors  or  glad 
that  this  problem  is  finally  receiving  some 
publicity.  Some  action  against  the  private 
doctors  who  abuse  their  prescribing 
freedom  is  clearly  needed  and  as  the 
Lancet  noted  earlier  this  year  the 
prohibition  of  private  treatment  of  drug 
addicts  might  be  one  solution. 

The  "Today"  programmes  also 
highlighted  the  unethical  behaviour  of 
certain  pharmacists  who  are  willing  to 
dispense  such  private  prescriptions  with 
no  questions  asked.  The  Pharmaceutical 
Society  made  its  own  position  perfectly 
clear  and  any  pharmacists  who  have 
previously  been  turning  a  blind  eye  to 
such  abuse  should  be  aware  that  they 
could  risk  appearing  before  the  Statutory 
Committee. 

In  extolling  the  advantages  of  a 
community  pharmaceutical  service  much 
is  made  of  the  fact  that  the  pharmacist  is  a 
failsafe  between  doctor  and  prescription. 
The  same  applies  to  private  prescriptions 
for  drugs  of  dependence  and  pharmacists 
should  realise  the  role  they  can  play  in 
preventing  this  abuse  of  the  system  and 
the  rising  tide  of  human  misery  that 
accompanies  it.

Threat  to  pharmacy's 
'ag  &  vet'  role 

The  Ministers  for  Agriculture  have  largely  rejected  the 
principal  proposal  of  the  Veterinary  Products 
Committee  that  after  a  five  year  transitional  period, 
products  on  an  amended  Merchant's  List  should  be  sold 
only  from  outlets  employing  a  pharmacist  to  supervise 
sales  directly.  Instead  they  suggest  the  PSGB  will 
control  a  list  of  "approved"  merchants  operating  under 
a  code  of  practice  with  a  "responsible  person"  to 
supervise  such  sales. 


The  Veterinary  Products  Committe  made 
its  recommendations  last  year  and  the  new 
proposals  from  MAFF,  which  come  in  a 
formal  letter  of  consultation  and  form  the 
basis  for  further  comment  prior  to  the 
drafting  of  legislation,  have  been  made: 
"to  avoid  the  imposition  of  unnecessary 
regulatory  or  administrative  burdens  on 
commercial  enterprises". 

The  Agriculture  Ministers  have 
suggested  the  following  as  a  basis  for 
making  "improved  arrangements": 

(a)  all  merchants  would  have  to  notify 
the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Great 
Britain  (The  Department  of  Agriculture 
for  Northern  Ireland,  DANI)  annually 
that  they  want  their  premises  listed.  They 
would  undertake  to  observe  the  code  of 
practice  (see  below); 

(b)  the  code  of  practice  would  be  re- 
drafted in  agreement  with  PSGB  to 
provide  detailed  guidance  on  the 
suitability  of  premises,  procedures  to  be 
followed  etc; 

(c)  the  PSGB  would  have  power  to 
refuse  to  list,  re-list,  and  de-list  merchants 
not  following  the  code  of  practice. 
However,  such  power  could  be  exercised 
only  with  the  consent  of  the  appropriate 
Agriculture  Minister; 

(d)  the  Medicines  Act  would  be 
amended  so  that  PSGB  could  charge  for 
listing  and  inspection  of  premises; 

(e)  the  list  of  merchants/premises 
would  be  publicly  available  so  that 
suppliers  of  animals  medicines  could 
ensure  that  they  were  supplying  only  bona 
fide  merchants; 

(0  a  mini-list  of  horse  wormers  would 
be  created  which  saddlers,  listed  with  the 
PSGB,  or  listed  merchants,  would  be  able 
to  sell  to  the  public. 

While  the  Ministers  accept  the  VPC's 
implicit  conclusions  that  the  regulatory 
arrangements  need  revision,  they  feel  that 
the  means  to  be  used  should  be  a 
development  of  the  present  arrangements. 


"This  would  not  preclude  the  adoption  of 
the  VPC's  chosen  means  if,  at  some 
future  date,  the  Government  of  the  day 
felt  that  any  improvement  was  called 
for,"  they  say. 

The  VPC's  main  proposals  that  have 
largely  been  discounted  were: 

1.  the  Merchants'  List  should  continue 
for  a  transitional  period  of  up  to  five  years 
during  which  time  the  organisations 
selling  list  products  should  arrange  to 
employ  a  pharmacist  to  exercise  overall 
management  control  of  sales; 

2.  after  the  transitional  period  the 
Merchants'  List  concept  should  continue 
so  that  the  existing  outlets  would  be 
maintained  but  that  pharmacists  should 
exercise  direct  supervision  of  sales  in  the 
same  way  as  in  a  registered  pharmacy. 

The  Agriculture  Ministers  propose  to 
accept  the  VPC's  recommendations 
regarding  the  list  of  substances  (as 
contained  in  SI  1979  No  45)  in  the 
Merchants'  List  with  the  exception  of: 

Implants  —  No  action  at  present. 

Salmonella  and  E  Col i  vaccines  — 
Only  live  salmonella  vaccines  will  be  made 
"Prescription  Only". 

Other  sheep  and  cattle  vaccines  — 
Louping-ill  vaccine  (killed)  and  Orf 
vaccine  (live)  will  remain  on  the 
Merchants'  List.  The  higher  standards  to 
be  laid  down  in  the  new  Code  of  Practice 
will  stand  alongside  the  Statutory 
Instrument  much  as  the  Highway  Code 
stands  alongside  the  road  transport 
legislation,  says  MAFF. 

MAFF  suggests  a  responsible  person 
with  appropriate  experience  should  be 
committed  to  oversee  the  sale  of  products 
in  the  list  and  assume  responsibility  for 
stock  control.  Implementation  of  this 
proposal  would  go  some  way  towards 
putting  merchants'  premises  on  a  similar 
footing  to  pharmacies  in  respect  of  the 
sale  of  veterinary  medicines,  they  say. 
Since  a  similar  proposal  is  in  the  current 


Code  of  Practice,  Agriculture  Ministers 
feel  that  no  legal  changes  are  required. 

Merchants  are  currently  required  to 
keep  a  record  of  sales  for  inspection  by 
the  PSGB  in  pursuance  of  their  statutory 
obligations  to  inspect  merchants'  premises 
and  pharmacies.  No  legislative  changes 
are  to  be  made  to  cover  this  point. 
Agriculture  Ministers  feel  that  the  Code 
of  Practice  is  a  more  suitable  vehicle  for 
such  requirements.  Any  requirement  to 
identify  the  seller  of  a  medicinal  substance 
with  a  name  and  address  sticker  also 
appears  to  Ministers  to  be  unwarranted. 

Horse  wormers 

Representations  were  made  to  MAFF  to 
the  effect  that  persons  carrying  on  the 
business  of  a  saddler  and  who  supply 
riding  tackle  should  be  enabled  to  supply 
horse  wormers  on  the  same  basis  that  they 
supplied  them  before  the  coming  into 
force  of  Part  III  of  the  Medicines  Act. 

The  Minister  proposes  to  establish  a 
further  exemption  to  allow  saddlers  to  sell 
those  horse  wormers  on  a  specified 
schedule  to  the  public,  but  subject  to  the 
same  condition  as  for  merchants  —  eg 
undertaking  to  observe  the  Code  of 
Practice,  listing  with  the  PSGB,  DANI 
etc.  Merchants  will,  of  course,  also  be 
allowed  to  sell  those  listed  horse  wormers 
to  the  public,  says  MAFF.  Amendment  to 
existing  legislation  will  be  needed. 

□  The  PSGB  has  issued  the  following 
statement:  "The  Society  is  extremely 
disappointed  that  the  consultative 
document  does  not  embody  the  proposals 
of  the  Veterinary  Products  Committee 
with  reference  to  animal  preparations. 

"It  will  be  reported  to  Council  next 
week  where  it  will  be  considered  by  the 
Agricultural  and  Veterinary  Pharmacist's 
Group  Committee  in  due  course." 

□  Mr  Tim  Astill,  director  of  the  National 
Pharmaceutical  Association  told  C&D: 
"The  MAFF  proposals  are  very  disturbing 
and  strike  at  the  very  foundation  of  the 
exercise  by  pharmacists  of  their 
profession.  Pharmacists  are  there  to 
control  the  nation's  medicines  and 
distribution,  and  to  ensure  their  safety  in 
use.  This  must  apply  equally  to  animal 
and  human  medicines. 

"The  NPA  will  make  the  strongest 
representations  to  ensure  there  will  always 
be  a  pharmacist  in  this  role." 

Leapf  roggers  &  NPA 

In  the  light  of  advice  from  both  junior 
and  leading  counsel  the  Board  of  the 
NPA,  at  their  July  meeting,  reluctantly 
accepted  that  it  could  no  longer  refuse  an 
application  for  membership  on  the 
grounds  that  the  pharmacy  in  question 
would  be  leapfrogging.  A  formal 
statement  will  be  made  shortly.

More  control  on 
barbiturates? 

The  Home  Office  is  considering  making 
barbiturates  Controlled  Drugs.  This 
follows  advice  from  the  Advisory  Council 
on  the  Misuse  of  Drugs. 

The  Advisory  Council  has  also  been 
studying  treatment  and  rehabilitation  of 
drug  addicts  and  a  report  will  go  before 
Ministers  soon.  One  of  the  possible 
suggestions  is  that  only  specially  licensed 
doctors  would  be  allowed  to  prescribe 
Diconal  to  addicts,  in  a  similar  way  to  the 
procedure  for  cocaine  and  heroin. 

There  has  been  increasing  concern  that 
the  present  British  system  for  treating 
drug  addiction  is  not  working.  Home 
Office  figures  released  earlier  this  month 
recorded  3,850  known  narcotic  addicts  by 
the  end  of  1981 ,  a  35  per  cent  increase  on 
the  previous  year.  This  brought  the 
average  annual  increase  in  narcotic 
addicts  over  the  decade  1971-1981  to  9  Vi 
per  cent.  The  1981  increase  comprised 
about  500  addicts  being  treated  with 
methadone  alone  and  450  with  Diconal 
alone. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year,  a  Lancet 
editorial  noted  the  rising  number  of 
narcotic  addicts  and  commented  that  the 
UK's  "clinic  system"  was  now  completely 
inadequate.  The  clinics  were  almost 
totally  concerned  with  opiate  dependence 
whereas  polydrug  abuse  was  more 
frequent;  there  were  not  enough  clinics, 
particularly  outside  London,  and  instead 
of  most  patients  rapidly  being  withdrawn 
from  opiates,  many  had  remained  on 
long-term  methadone  maintenance, 
leaving  the  clinics  like  geriatric  wards  with 
the  beds  blocked. 

Many  drug  abusers  now  preferred  to 
stay  outside  the  system  and  approach  non- 
clinical doctors,  the  editorial  continued.  It 
noted  that  there  are  private  doctors  who 
will  prescribe  opiates  to  addicts  and  that 
since  most  addicts  can  only  finance  their 
private  consultation  by  selling  part  of 
their  prescription,  such  doctors  are 
contributing  to  the  "black  market". 

Possible  solutions  put  forward 

PSNC  leaflet  on 
pharmacy 

A  guide  to  the  role  of  community 
pharmacy  in  primary  health  care,  for 
distribution  to  the  general  public,  has 
been  produced  by  the  Pharmaceutical 
Services  Negotiating  Committee  and  is 
being  made  available  on  request  through 
Community  Health  Councils  and  Local 
Pharmaceutical  Committees. 

The  leaflet  explains  the  relationship  of 
community  pharmacy  to  the  National 
Health  Service,  emphasises  the 
professional  skills  and  advisory  role  of  the 
pharmacist,  summarises  the  conditions 
for  exemption  from  prescription  charges 
and  gives  advice  on  the  safe  handling  of 


included  extending  the  licensing 
restrictions  on  heroin  and  cocaine  to  all 
drugs  that  may  be  used  to  maintain  opiate 
addicts  or  alternatively  prohibiting  the 
private  treatment  of  drug-dependent 
patients.  The  Lancet  noted  that  in  the  US 
and  all  other  developed  countries  with 
clear  policies  on  drug  dependence,  the 
private  long-term  treatment  of  opiate 
addiction  is  not  allowed. 

Radio  reports 

The  ease  with  which  addicts  appear  to  be 
able  to  get  dependence-producing  drugs 
from  private  doctors  was  highlighted  in  a 
series  of  reports  on  Radio  4's  "Today" 
programmes  last  week.  The  plight  of 
young  people  caught  up  in  the  "dingy 
underworld  of  new  drugs"  was  described 
and  the  practice  of  injecting  oral 
barbiturates  and  Diconal  tablets  was 
outlined. 

A  reporter  who  pretended  to  be  a  drug 
addict  described  how  he  obtained 
prescriptions  from  private  doctors  and 
how  he  was  given  the  names  of  chemists 
who  would  dispense  them  without  asking 
any  questions.  The  Pharmaceutical 
Society  commented  that  there  was  a  strict 
code  of  practice  and  asked  for  the  names 
of  the  chemists  involved  so  prompt  action 
could  be  taken  against  them. 

Last  month  a  judge  expressed  concern 
that  a  young  addict  found  guilty  of  selling 


medicines.  A  page  has  been  left  blank  for 
the  inclusion  of  local  information  if 
required. 

The  guide  is  being  distributed  in  the 
form  of  artwork  ready  for  printing 
locally,  enabling  it  to  be  made  widely 
available  at  minimal  cost.  Over  90 
Community  Health  Councils  have  so  far 
agreed  to  participate  in  the  scheme,  while 
others  have  agreed  to  use  the  leaflet  as  a 
basis  for  their  own  literature.  Some  30 
LPCs  are  also  taking  part  in  distribution.

part  of  his  prescription  should  have  to  pay 
£30  to  a  doctor  and  £40  to  a  pharmacist 
for  his  weekly  supply  (C&D  June  19, 
pi  114). 

□  The  Pharmaceutical  Society's  Council 
warned  pharmacists  last  week  that 
prescription  forgers  were  becoming  more 
accomplished  and  that  the  need  for 
vigilance  was  growing. 

An  unknown  prescriber,  new  patient, 
excessive  quantities,  uncharacteristic 
prescribing  by  a  known  doctor,  letter 
heading  compiled  using  Letraset  on 
private  prescriptions  and  "Dr"  before  or 
after  prescriber's  signature,  were  all  things 
that  should  alert  pharmacists  and  make 
them  check  further.  If  the  prescriber  was 
unknown  he  should  be  contacted  using 
the  telephone  directory  rather  than  from 
the  headed  notepaper  as  forgers  may  use 
false  letter  headings. 

These  precautions  should  be  applied  to 
all  drugs  liable  to  misuse  and  not  just 
Controlled  Drugs.  Dispensing  a  forged 
prescription  for  a  CD  or  POM  can 
constitute  a  criminal  offence,  Council 
added. 

■  The  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Great 
Britain  has  already  received  assurances  of 
co-operation  from  various  arms  of  the 
media  in  their  appeal  (C&D  July  24,  pi 49) 
that  drug  names  in  reports  of  suicide  cases 
should  not  be  mentioned. 


Grocers'  own  range 


A  new  range  of  "generic"  goods 
including  some  paper  products  has  been 
launched  this  week,  with  the  idea  of 
providing  corner  shops  and  other 
independent  grocery  outlets  with  their 
own  cheap,  no-frills  range  of  products. 

The  new  "Our"  range,  produced  by 
the  Consort  cash  and  carry  chain,  was  the 
subject  of  a  report  in  the  Times  this  week. 
Consort  claim  this  will  be  the  first  truly 
generic  brand,  as  it  will  be  made  available 
in  many  different  outlets  rather  than 
simply  acting  as  a  subsidiary  own-label 
brand  for  one  of  the  major  multiples.  The 
packaging  is  designed  to  resemble 
labelling  with  a  felt-tip  pen. 
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Vestric's  recent  Link  exhibit  in  Munich 
was  able  to  demonstrate  "ease  of 
transmission" by  successfully  sending 
orders  automatically  to  Liverpool.  The 
company  was  the  only  UK  exhibitor  at 
the  annual  meeting  of  GIRP 
(Groupement  International  de  la 
Repartition  Pharmaceutique  des  Pays 
de  la  Communaute  Europeene)  and  the 
general  meeting  of  the  Federal 
Association  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Wholesale  Trade.  Link  was  the  only 
system  able  to  transmit  two-ways  in  a 
"state  of  the  art"  display  of  the  EEC's 
leading  transmission  terminals  and 
order  entry  devices.  Link  also  features 
in  a  film  prepared  by  the  Department  of 
Health,  "Information  technology  in 
health".  This  was  shown  at  the  British 
Medical  Association's  exhibition  and 
symposium  at  Olympia  recently  and 
will  be  shown  on  Channel  4  Television 
eventually. 


Criticism  of  drug 
advertising  trends 

Concern  about  the  way  some  medicines 
are  advertised  to  the  medical  profession 
appears  in  the  Association  of  the  British 
Pharmaceutical  Industry's  Annual  Report 
1981-82,  published  this  week. 

Twenty-six  complaints  were  referred 
to  the  Code  of  Practice  Committee  — 
significantly  fewer  than  the  preceding 
year.  But  the  Committee  chairman,  Mr 
Phillip  Cox,  QC,  writes:  "Examination  of 
the  26  complaints  has  left  in  our  minds  a 
sense  of  misgiving  at  recent  trends  in  the 
content  and  format  of  advertisements  or 
promotional  material. 

"In  our  opinion,  this  trend  is  not  in 
the  best  interest  of  the  pharmaceutical 
industry.  Aggressive  advertisements 
whose  primary  purpose  is  to  attract 
attention  and  which  fail  to  inform  in  an 
adequate  manner  have  no  role  to  play  in 
the  promotion  of  medical  speciality 
products  to  those  who  order  and  use 
prescription  medicines." 

Some  of  the  material  failed  to  meet  the 
requirements  in  the  Code  of  Practice  that 
advertising  should  "conform  to  canons  of 
good  taste  and  recognise  the  professional 
standing  of  the  recipient,"  Mr  Cox 
continues.  He  urges  all  companies  to  be 
vigilant  in  ensuring  that  promotional 
material  and  methods  conform  to  the 
spirit  as  well  as  the  letter  of  the  Code. 
"Only  in  this  way  can  a  company 
enhance,  or  even  maintain,  the  respect 
which  the  pharmaceutical  industry  enjoys 
at  this  time  in  the  minds  of  the  medical 
profession." 

The  complaints  were  submitted  to  the 
Committee  by  member  companies  (18), 
the  medical  profession  (7),  and  the 


Benoxaprof  en  in  US 


Concern  about  the  adverse  effects  of 
benoxaprofen  has  spread  over  the 
Atlantic. 

The  drug  was  launched  in  the  USA 
only  a  few  weeks  ago,  under  the  brand 
name  Oraflex,  but  already  one  consumer 
group  wants  it  banned.  Dr  Sidney  Wolfe, 
director  of  the  Public  Citizen's  Health 
Research  Programme  has  threatened  to 
sue  the  US  Food  and  Drug 
Administration  if  the  drug  is  not  taken  off 


Best  for  head  lice 


Carbaryl  lotion  is  a  safe  and  effective 
treatment  for  head  lice  and  is  comparable 
with  malathion  according  to  Drug  and 
Therapeutics  Bulletin. 

The  Bulletin  notes  that  carbaryl  was 
developed  because  lice  began  to  show 
resistance  to  organochlorine  insecticides 
such  as  DDT  and  gamma  benzene 
hexachloride.  It  gives  longer  lasting 
protection  than  the  latter  whose  use  could 


Department  of  Health  (1).  A  further  two 
complaints  arose  as  a  result  of  the  routine 
scrutiny  of  advertisements  carried  out  by 
the  Association.  The  complaints  were 
upheld  in  23  cases  and  rejected  in  3;  one 
case  became  the  subject  of  legal 
proceedings  and  a  final  decision  has  to  be 
made  on  another. 

During  the  year,  an  ABPI  working 
party  considered  proposals  for  a  long- 
term  public  relations  programme  "to 
create  a  more  receptive  environment  for 
the  industry's  endeavours  and 
achievements,  and  to  combat  criticism 
and  ignorance  of  the  industry."  Members 
decided  against  a  corporate  advertising 
campaign  aimed  directly  at  the  public  and 
concluded  instead  that  the  ABPI  should 
encourage  individual  companies  to  take  a 
more  positive  attitude  towards  PR 
activities. 

Wholesale  discounts 

On  the  topic  of  wholesale  discount,  the 
report  notes  that  a  discount  around  \2Vi 
per  cent  now  appears  to  be  the  industry 
norm.  The  ABPI  continued  to  make 
known  to  the  Department  of  Health  the 
view  that  the  Pharmaceutical  Price 
Regulation  Scheme  was  not  an 
appropriate  mechanism  for  reducing 
distribution  costs. 

In  his  foreword  to  the  report  the  ABPI 
president  Mr  P.  W.  Cunliffe,  also 
chairman,  ICI  pharmaceutical  division, 
repeated  the  warning  he  gave  earlier  this 
year  at  the  Association's  annual  dinner: 
"Inconsiderate  short-term  action  may 
turn  a  gold  goose  into  a  lame  duck  and,  in 
an  innovative,  fast-developing  industry 
like  ours,  a  lame  duck  quickly  becomes  a 
dead  duck."  He  gave  that  warning 
because  the  industry  found  itself  under 
consistent  but  ill-founded  criticism  (C&D, 
April  10,  p676).

Frustrations 


Although  I  can't  complain  about  the 
volume  of  trade  this  week  I  have  to 
confess  I  have  found  it  one  of  the  most 
frustrating  for  years.  For  some  reason  we 
have  been  beseiged  by  a  group  of 
"wine'os".  I  was  going  to  coin  a  new 
word  for  them,  having  in  mind  a 
"method"  of  meths  drinkers,  but  dared 
not  for  fear  to  the  backlash  from  the 
Method-ists?  Probably  a  "drift"  of 
drunks  would  describe  them  best? 
Anyway,  day  after  day  I  have  had  to  give 
adamant  refusal  to  requests  for  surgical 
spirit  which  seems  to  be  the  favoured 
tipple  of  these  damaged  people. 

I  had  to  remove  the  ordinary  meths 
from  the  shop  too.  I  can't  reason  with 
them  but  hide  behind  no  one  when  I  tell 
them  I  am  not  willing  to  sell  anything 
which  I  think  they  may  use  to  harm 
themselves.  They  go  away  but  leave  me 
disturbed.  And  so  I  concentrate  on  the 
work  in  hand.  Simple  straightforward 
dispensing? 

This  is  turning  into  a  sad  joke  too. 
Perhaps  I  have  been  unlucky,  but  I  have 
had  to  refuse,  or  rather  I  have  been  unable 
to  fill  perhaps  half  a  dozen  scripts  brought 
in  over  the  last  seven  days.  The 
wholesalers  have  been  unable  to  supply 
stocks,  manufacturers  are  unwilling  to 
supply,  and  in  consequence  I  have  had  to 
hand  back  prescriptions.  One  doctor  did 
not  believe  me  and  brusquely  told  me  he 
had  had  no  trouble  previously  from 
"Y's"  pharmacy  down  the  road.  He  hung 
up  before  I  could  tell  him  I  had  contacted 
"Y"  and  the  four  nearest  pharmacists  as  a 
matter  of  course. 

The  loss  of  Sangers  too  has  meant  a 
big  gap  for  many  pharmacists.  With  the 
rationalisation  of  suppliers  and  the 
reduction  of  stockholdings,  the  standard 
of  service  I  expect  to  give  as  normal  seems 
no  longer  possible.  I  don't  find  it  easy  to 
shrug  my  shoulders  and  say  "I've  done 
my  best",  when  I  know  it  isn't  good 
enough. 


Drug  abuse 


I  have  been  fortunate  though,  of  late, 
regarding  drug  abuse  in  that  a  crystal  clear 
policy  regarding  drug  addicts  has  led  to 
them  giving  me  a  miss  —  unless  their 
prescriptions  are  absolutely  in  order. 
Indeed  my  impression  was  the  drug 
problem  was  becoming  less  marked  than 
before.  Plainly,  I  am  wrong.  Recent 
publicity  (see  also  pi 97)  has  shown  a 
serious  increase  in  the  ghastly  misuse  of 
oral  preparations  of  barbiturates  and  CDs 
—  injected  by  addicts  intravenously. 


What  shocks  me  is  the  statement  that 
anyone  with  the  money  can  get  a  private 
prescription  from  any  one  of  up  to  fifty 
unscrupulous  doctors,  and  that  chemists 
were  perfectly  happy  to  dispense  such 
scripts,  no  doubt  charging  an  adequate  fee 
for  doing  so.  While  this  may  be  justifiable 
in  strictly  legal  terms,  it  seems  a  pretty 
poor  way  of  discharging  our  professional 
responsibilities  if  this  is  the  case. 

It  is  my  opinion  that  if  we  have  reason, 
by  nature  of  the  doctor's  prescribing 
habits  and  his  clients,  to  think  that  misuse 
is  being  encouraged  we  have  a  duty  to 
contact  the  local  drug  squad  in  the  first 
case.  If  necessary  they  can  inform  the 
Home  Office  if  the  weight  of  our 
observation  is  sufficient.  If  we  are  to  act 
as  watchdogs  over  the  use  and  misuse  of 
drugs,  then  we  must  be  seen  to  be 
watchdogs  —  not  just  "looking-on" 
dogs.  If  we  are  seen  to  be  doing  this  we 
will  be  respected  by  the  worthy  and  feared 
by  the  corrupters. 


Disappointed? 


Come  on  now,  all  you  Unichem  members, 
you  didn't  seriously  believe  you  stood  an 
earthly  of  getting  all  your  money  back  .  .  . 
did  you?  Well  I  never  thought  the  case 
had  a  chance  because,  never  mind  all  the 
legal  guff,  it  flew  in  the  face  of  common 
sense  to  expect  a  government  to  allow  a 
contractor,  or  any  contracting  group  with 
a  cost-plus  contract  to  pick  up  5-1 1  per 
cent  extra  profit  over  the  calculated  figure 
already  paid.  But  it  was  great  fun  while  it 
lasted  and,  had  it  not  been  for  Macarthys, 
there  might  still  have  been  mileage  in  the 
fallacy  till  the  end  of  the  year? 


Computers 


I  have  a  feeling  in  the  marrow  of  my  bones 
that  the  introduction  of  the  computer  into 
medical  practices  is  going  to  be  less  than 
wholly  satisfactory.  Not  because  of  any 
flaws  which  may  mar  its  program,  nor 
because  we  may  feel  left  out  or  no  longer 
be  of  use  as  a  final  check  on  drug 
interactions,  but  because  it  will  be  a 
further  step  in  the  dehumanising  of  the 
doctor's  part  in  the  treatment  of  the 
individual  patient.  Nothing  I  have  seen  of 
the  advances  in  care  due  to  the 
introduction  of  the  "group  practice"  does 
anything  to  hearten  me  to  the  prospect  of 
this  new  aid.  I  fear  it  will  become  a  vital 
new  god,  not  to  be  argued  with  by  man, 
beast,  doctor,  receptionist  or  the  patient. 
It  is  for  the  patient  after  all,  these 
institutions  are  set  up  to  serve?

Nitrate  metabolite 
to  prevent  angina 

Sanol  Schwarz,  who  already  market  oral 
and  injectable  isosorbide  dinitrate,  are 
now  launching  the  mononitrate  in  tablet 
form  for  the  prophylaxis  of  angina. 

Isosorbide  mononitrate  is  the  major 
active  metabolite  of  the  dinitrate,  they 
say,  but  unlike  the  latter  is  not 
metabolised  in  the  liver.  This  means  that 
on  oral  administration  the  "first  pass" 
effect  is  avoided  and  bioavailability  is 
greatly  increased.

Revenue  loss  from 
'bulk 9  supplies 

Every  chemist  contractor  in  the  land 
should  not  only  be  concerned  with  J.  S. 
Morris's  comments  on  "bulk"  issues,  but 
also  with  the  effect  that  this  will  have  on 
their  annual  profit  and  loss  account! 

It  is  easily  calculated  from  our 
monthly  NHS  receipts  that  gross  profit  on 
NHS  dispensing  has  been  steadily 
decreasing  and  from  this  month's  figures 
is  now  below  20  per  cent.  This  is  the  effect 
of  ever-increasing  net  ingredient  cost,  and 
the  "claw-back"  discount.  If  Boots  are 
complaining  publicly  about  the  lack  of 
profits,  things  must  be  really  bad  for  the 
non-multiple  chemist  contractor. 

It  is  to  be  hoped  that  our 
representatives  on  the  PSNC  are  awake 
to,  and  aware  of  this,  and  as  a 
consequence  attempting  to  bring  the 
multiple  prescription  to  the  fore. 
Obviously,  the  DHSS  is  not  going  to  pay 
out  increased  dispensing  fees  for  an 
equivalent  amount  of  drugs.  This  increase 
would,  in  my  opinion,  be  vastly  offset  by 
the  reduction  of  over-prescribing  seen 
daily  in  every  pharmacy.

Mr  Morris  (C&D,  July  17,  pl02)  states  in 
his  letter  that  when  doctors  prescribe  200 
days'  supply  they  are  threatening 
community  pharmacy  due  to  the  resulting 
loss  of  revenue  from  dispensing  fees.  I 
would  submit  that  this  is  very  much  an 
interim  position.  The  balance  sheet  system 
of  remuneration  would,  I  believe,  on 
widespread  adoption  of  this  practice,  even 
out  the  remuneration  by,  for  example,  an 
increased  on-cost  allowance  to  subsidise 
the  increase  in  stock  holding,  an  increase 
in  dispensing  fees,  thus  keeping  the 
notional  salary,  etc,  constant. 

In  this  way  the  Department  will  lose 
not  only  the  wastage,  already  known  to  be 
high,  but  will  not  have  any  tenuous 
economic  gain  (as  I  feel  sure  it  believes  it 
has)  to  counter  this.

No  more  free  scripts 


The  Government  will  not  consider 
changing  the  regulation  governing 
entitlement  to  free  prescriptions.  Mr  John 
Heddle,  Conservative  MP  for  Lichfield 
and  Tamworth,  wanted  a  change  in  the 
rules  to  allow  women  below  the  age  of  50, 
who  were  entirely  dependent  on  the 
income  of  a  husband  over  65  and  already 
receiving  free  prescriptions,  also  to 
qualify  for  exemption. 

Minister  for  Health,  Mr  Kenneth 
Clarke  told  the  House  of  Commons  this 
week  that  the  Government  currently  had 
no  intention  of  extending  entitlement  to 
free  prescriptions  to  "further  small 
groups  of  people".  Over  75  per  cent  of  all 
prescriptions  are  already  dispensed  free 
under  current  exemption  arrangements 
based  on  the  grounds  of  low  income  and 
prepayment  certificates,  he  added. 


Role  of  FPCs 


Minister  for  Health  Mr  Kenneth  Clarke 
has  given  details  of  the  response  to  the 
Government's  consultative  paper  on  the 
future  role  of  Family  Practitioner

Shops  Bill  'shopped' 


Lady  Trumpington's  Shops  Bill,  which 
aimed  to  relax  Sunday  trading 
restrictions,  has  now  run  out  of 
Parliamentary  time. 

The  bill  was  introduced  in  the 
Commons  by  Miss  Janet  Fookes, 
Conservative  MP  for  Plymouth  Drake 
(C&D,  May  1,  p842),  but  there  will  not  be 
sufficient  time  for  it  to  complete  its  stages 
before  the  house  rises  for  the  Summer 
recess.  There  are,  however,  hopes  that  the 
legislation  can  be  re-introduced  as  a 
private  members  bill  in  the  next  session.

Boots  retailing  —  first 
quarter  sales  up  llpc 


Boots  Company  pic  have  reported  first- 
quarter  sales  in  their  retail  division  — 
which  includes  not  only  Boots  the 
Chemists,  but  also  Timothy  Whites  and 
several  overseas  retailing  companies  —  up 
almost  1 1  per  cent  on  the  corresponding 
period  in  1981 .  In  the  UK,  Boots  the 
Chemists  is  said  to  have  benefited  from 
good  weather  in  the  quarter,  and  showed 
10  per  cent  increase  in  turnover.  This 
figure,  attributable  in  equal  proportion  to 
price  inflation  and  real  volume  growth,  is 
actually  ahead  of  the  company's  budgeted 
increase.

The  Open  University  is  to  launch  an  open 
business  school  designed  to  provide 
management  training  for  companies  that 
cannot  afford  the  cost  in  fees  and  time  of 
sending  their  employees  on  full-time 
residential  courses.  The  new  courses  will 
be  sponsored  by  the  Foundation  for 
Management  Education,  who  have 
provided  finance  of  £1 10,000. 

Two  courses  will  be  offered  next  year, 
leading  eventually  to  a  full  Open 
University  programme.  The  first  course, 
"The  effective  manager",  will  be  a 
management  skills  foundation  course  for 
new  and  middle  managers.  Professor 
Charles  Handy,  currently  visiting 
professor  at  the  London  Business  School, 
has  been  appointed  senior  academic 
consultant  for  this  course. 

The  second  of  these  initial  courses  has 
the  working  title  "Accounting  for  non- 
financial  managers".  The  overall  aim  of 
this  course  is  to  enable  students  to  use 
accounting  and  financial  information  to 
make  better  decisions. 

The  courses  will  be  multi-media, 
combining  television,  radio,  printed  texts, 
audio-visual  material,  some  face-to-face 
tuition  and  optional  assessment.  They  will 
comprise  between  50  and  100  hours  of 
study  —  the  equivalent  of  a  two  or  three 
week  residential  course.  No  entry 
qualifications  are  required  as  entry  is  on  a 
"first  come,  first  served"  basis.  They  will 
have  undergraduate  academic  status,  and 
there  will  be  a  certificate  of  course 
completion.

Following  a  good  year's  trading  in  1981, 
Macarthys'  pharmaceutical  distribution  is 
this  year  the  only  division  to  suffer  a 
decline  in  profits.  Full-year  results  for  the 
company  show  pre-tax  profits  on 
distribution  down  to  £2. 7m  from  the 
previous  year's  £3. 7m,  despite  turnover 
increased  from  £143. 3m  to  £168. 9m. 
Overall  company  turnover  reached  £2 15m 
(£184m  in  1981),  with  profits  falling 
slightly  to  £4.094m  (£4.6m). 

Pharmaceutical  manufacturing  once 
again  performed  well,  with  pre-tax  profits 
of  £492,000  (£322,000),  on  sales  up 
£800,000  to  £4. 9m.  Surgical  profits  were 
£769,000  (£662,000)  on  turnover  of 
£17. 3m  (£14. 7m),  while  retailing's 
increased  sales  of  £21. 6m  enabled  the 
division  to  realise  profits  of  £746,000 
(£698,000).  Veterinary  sales  were  up 
£2. 235m  to  £15. 035m,  with  corresponding 
profits  of  £421 ,000  (£339,000). 

Pharmaceutical  manufacturing  is 
singled  out  for  special  mention,  with 
turnover  in  the  final  month  up  by  over  40 
per  cent  compared  to  the  previous  year. 
This  trend  seems  to  be  continuing  into  the 
current  year,  says  the  company. 


Expansion  for  Bibbys 


J.  Bibby  &  Sons  pic  have  reached 
agreement  with  Corning  Glass  Works  of 
the  USA  regarding  their  purchase  of 
Coming's  European  laboratory  glassware 
business.  The  deal  will  allow  Bibby  to 
become  a  major  manufacturer  in  the 
market,  selling  and  distributing  some 
3,500  laboratory  products  worldwide. 
Additionally,  Bibby  will  be  licensed  to  use 
various  Corning  trademarks,  including 
the  Pyrex  brand,  and  will  be  permitted 
access  to  new  products  and  processes 
developed  by  Corning  in  the  USA. 

In  the  long  term  Bibby  hope  to  merge 
the  new  assets  with  their  present  hospital 
and  laboratory  supplies  division  to  form  a 
new  science  products  division. 

Total  consideration  on  the  acquisition 
amounts  to  £10m,  for  which  Bibby  will 
also  secure  a  factory  and  office  complex  in 
Stone,  Staffordshire,  sufficient  stock  for 
six  months  sales,  various  plant  and 
machinery,  and  the  American  company's 
95  per  cent  interest  in  Afora  Sociedad 
Anonima,  located  in  Barcelona.
